CRIMINAL TRIAL.—:The United. States 


--Gireuit---Court >vas engaged yesterday 
•morning, iii the trial of GideonManchester, 
Joseph Harrisj-und Epliraim Staley, for an 
attempt- to commit a- revolt, on board the 
Barque Joseph 'Brovverj-'-'ia" the;-harbor-oi 
Providence, on' the 22d ,pf May last. . The 
facts in the case, as proved, by the Govern- 
mcht:VvilnesseS| were thcse:: The1 prisoners 
came on board the vessel, .on the morning 
of the 21st; rind the. 22d, orders .were given 
to the men; to unfurl the sails, and get the 
ship to sea; the vessel- was touching; ihe 


. boUom'rH ttisil time, and the men refused 


to perform duly,'until'Hie vessel was got 
off, at" high • tide.' 'The vessel'was soon 
afloat, and orders were then given to get 
"ready. bulAhe risen rel'psed to perforia duty, 
giving as a reason, that the vessel was un- 
jjuaworthy. The men were shipped in Bos- 
ton, for. the voyage to .Apalachicola; they 
assigned as. a:reasbn for refusing to go 
to-.sea, ..that the rigging-' was 'rotten, 
and tl^y manifested, no disorderly conduct^ 
used no • harsh language, and made no at- 
tempt to escape. They/ offered to refund 
their.mlvai ce wages. The sails were very 
passable, except the main-sail; :tliat was 
unfit for use, in some instances,—the sails 
V/ere what 'would be called a second suit." 
With a heavy blow, this sail could not have 
been set, so ns to beat-ofi' a lea shore. She 
had one spare top-sail, and ho others.
